TOKYO REPORTED ABLAZE 
FROM BOMBINGS BY 550

Kyushu Island airdromes 12 hours 
after more than 550 Superfortress- 
es, silhouetted in the bright moon- 
light of early morning, poured 4,- 
500 tons of fire bombs on the Jap- 
anese capital.

2,000 Flylfig Fortresses and 


Liberators.

POWER REORGANIZE 
PART GOVERNMENT 


WOULD MAKE EXECUTIVE 
BRANCH MORE BUSINESS- 
LIKE AND EFFICIENT 


WASHINGTON, May 
24.—</P)— 


President Truman asked congress 
today for permanent authority to 
reorganize the executive branch of 
the government in order to make 
it "more business-like and 
effici- 


ent." 


The President declared that the 


first war powers act of 1941, which 
empowered the president to make 
adjustment to meet the needs of 
the 
conflict, should be replaced 


by peacetime legislation of equal 
scope. 


He said many agencies set up 


under the war powers act 
which 


expires six months after the war, 
would automatically 
be abolished 


with Its expiration, while other 
agencies would revert to an un- 
satisfactory 
prewar status. 


He pointed out that permanent 


adjustments need to be made and 
cited a current proposal before con- 
gress dealing with Reconstruction 
Finance Corporation subsidiaries. 


Must Have Authority. 


He added it is Imperative that 


the President have authority to 
make adjustments continuously "If 
the government structure Is to be 
reasonably wleldy and 
manage- 


able." 


"Suitable reshaping of those parts 


of the executive branch of the gov- 
ernment which require it from time 
to time is necessary and desirable

He Is Dr. Hans Fuchs, a public 


official for many years prior 
to 


the Hitler regime, who is to work 
under Lt. Gen. Leonard T. Gerow, 
military governor and command- 
er of the U. S. 15th Army. 
Dr. 


Fuch's service dates buck to the 
days of Kaiser Wllhelm and he 
knows his people. It therefore Is 
of prime significance when he 
tells us: 


"My greatest aim Is to inculcate 


a new 
Christian spirit 
in 
our 


youth ,a spirit in which both Cath- 
olic and Protesant Churches must 


collaborate In teaching. In a con- 
ference with educational leaders 
ol the Rhineland I told them the 
combined efforts of all of us would 
be necessary to 
rid 
the 
Nazi 


thoughts from our people's minds, 
and in this the Christian church, 
regardless of creed (Dr. Fuchs Is 
a Catholic), would have to be the 
leading factor and carry the great- 
est responsibility." 
Dr. Fuchs and his religious views 


are introduced here because let- 
ters are coming to my desk from 
throughout the country as the re- 
sult of comment in this column 
en the remaking of Germany. Ger- 
man reform must, of course, de- 
pend on a long and intensive pe- 
riod of education—especially since 
Hitler paved the way for his bar- 
barities and aggression by depriv- 
ing German youth of their relig- 
ion .He knew they wouldn't follow 
him so long as they held religious 
princples. 


Therefore it's vital that Germany 


be given back her religion.

A recent letter from Pfc. Wil- 
liam D. Bennett to his wife her« 
recounted his experiences and re- 
actions in going across a river in 
Germany to meet the Russian al- 
lies. 
The wife, Mrs. Ruby 
Jo 


Bennett, resides here. Pvt. Ben- 
nett is the nephew of John Blair, 
Corsicana policeman. 


There were ten American sol- 


diers who went across the river 
to greet the Russians, according 
to the letter. 
Bennett wrote that 
he nnd Kroll 
(a buddy) 
were 


among those sent across by his 
captain. 


"It was a scary mission to start 


out on, as there was one shell hit 
pretty close to us, just before we 
pot in the boat to cross. But the 
Russians said when they saw us 
•Hart across the river, they knew 
we were Amjrlcans," Pvt. Ben- 
nett recounted. 


The soldier said he was proua 
that he had had the chance 
to 


greet the Russians, and said he 
was "eating and drinking" 
with 


fonie of the "high officials of the 
Russian army." 
The letter said 


that toast was given to "President 
Roosevelt as one

friends Russia ever had," and that 
the Russian flags were at half 
jmast following the American lead- 
er's death.
